This testimony was given by Mary 
Olive Gilligan, who was the nurse at 
Guy's birth, Nov. 7, 1918, and she 
added that Stillman did not appear 
that day at the hospital where the 
infant was born. 

On each of the next four days Still- 
man called at the hospital, but he did 
not see the child, the nurse was re- 
ported to have said. The banker sent 
flowers each day that week, however. 
He did not accompany Mrs. Stillman 
when she went to the hospital before 
Guy's birth, the witness declared. 

Beauvais’ Letters Identified. 

It was learned that Dr. Hugh L. 
Russell, osteopath of Buffalo, iden- 
tified the handwriting of Beauvais 
today on all the letters submitted by 
Stillman to support his charges that 
Mrs. Stillman was intimate with the 
part-Indian guide, and that the latter 
was the father of Guy Stillman. 

Dr. Russell also was described as 
testifying that he visited the hospital 
in whieh Guy was born on four occa- 
sions during November, 1918, the 
first call being on the seventh, and 
the last 10 days later. He saw Mrs. 
Stillman there only once. 

At a previous hearing Dr. Russell 
swore that Mrs. Stillman told hia 
several months before the birth of 
Guy that Beauvais was the father of 
the child.

I found a plain, comfortable build- 
ing, ample for business needs and 
decidedly businesslike. On the fourth 
floor we were courteously received 
by an alert young Slav who inform- 
ed us that M. Krassin, head of the 
delegation, had but just arrived 
from his recent conference in Mos- 
cow. By rare good fortune, then, I 
had been pulling in at one station 
witile he was arriving at another; so 
thee was no delay in establishing 
contatt with this forceful, practical 
business man who just now is »ver- 
forming not alone industrial feats, 
but a statesman’s task of enormous 
importance to Russia. 

There was little formality about 
seeing him. I was given an appoint- 
ment for the following morning, and 
promptly at the hour I was being 
led down a corridor between many 
offices to the neat, modernly equipped 
quarters of N. K. Klishko, secretary 
of the .commission, a smooth- 
shaven, ruddy young Russian, self- 
confident and well informed. He sat 
at a busy desk, from time to time 
ccmmunicating with others in the 
building by an American-made in- 
ter-office device on the desk between 
him and his secretary. I was im- 
pressed with the thought that while 
in America many are trembling with 
an un-American fear of Russian 


affairs in his. Jie was well informed 
as to the work I had been doing in 
America to promote a better under- 
standing between the countries and 
to open trade and intercourse be- 
tween them. 
References to America. 

~ Krassin impressed me as a strong 
executive, a capable, practical busi- 
ness man, a statesman devoted to 
his country, and an idealist hopeful 
of being of service to his race. With 
all his knowledge he seemed puzzled 
at the attitude of America toward 
Russia and unable to understand our 
purpose or our policy. He seems to 
share the hope that better relations 
may be established. 

It was when he was talking of 
America that he exhibited the only 
approach to emotion which I was 
able to discern. He had just re- 
marked rather plaintively that Amer- 
ica had not shown any very strong 
desire to welcome a Russian spokes- 
man. 

“Why, when I was a boy in school 
I began admiring America,”’ he said. 
“We all did. Even the peasants 
thought lovingly of the great people 
across the seas, the idealists who had 
attained the liberty of which we 
in Russia had only dreamed. Amer- 
ica has always been the traditional 
friend of Russia, and will again be, 
I know. We have so much in com- 
mon, not the least being our lack 
of designs on our neighbors; both 
of us are essentially peace-loving.” 

I had previously gained the im- 
pression that Russia's confidence in 
us as potential aids in developing 
Rugsian resources was based in part 
on the conviction that in seeking 
trade we would not be seeking ulte- 
rior political ends—for example, if 
we assisted in developing the oil re- 
sources this would not ultimately 
be used as leverage for obtaining a

He is a man about 50, with black 
hair, grayed at the temples, dark, 
intelligent eyes, and a closely-cut 
black beard; he has rather the op- 
pearance of the well-groomed 
French gentleman you might en- 
counter at the opera in Paris. He 
speaks slowly and distinctly. His 
manner is fine; his courtesy grave 
and dignified. 

I repeated to him the reasons 
which had induced me to undertake 
the mission to Russia and explained 
to him that I did not represent my 
Government in any official way, but 
was traveling in my individual ca- 
pacity and that I wished to see con- 
ditions in Russia as they actually 
are, with a view to informing the 
people of my country of the state of 


in fact, the economic demoralization 
which had brought the political up- 
heaval: that the revolution was the| 
result, not the cause.

M. Krassin informed me that he 
could not speak for his Government 
about my proposed visit, but assured 
me that he would at once cable to 
Moscow and would later inform us 
of the Government's attitude. The 
restrictions of war-time are still in 
effect.

fields are described as “absurd and 
unfgunded” by the Treasury and 
Commerce and Industry Departments 
of the Mexican Government. 

They have just made public fig- 
ures showing that since 1901 produc- 
tion of oil in Mexico has constantly 
increased, and state that it is esti- 
mated the tota] output for the pres- 
ent year will be more than 260,000,- 
000 barrels. 

The total amount of crude petrole- 
um which was on hand in Mexico at 
the end of 1920 is estimated at 8,- 
828,039 barrels. The production for 
the first months of the present year 


is given as follows: January, 16,246,- 
020; February, 15,063,864; March, 
17,841,887; April, 18,614,700; May, 
approximately 19,000,000. , 
Exportations covering the 
period are given in round numbers, 
as follows: 
January, 


17,000,000; February, : 
15,000,000 each, 
May, 14,000,000; total exporta- 
' tions for the five months, 77,098,600 
| barrels.

TURNS OFF MEN, CLOSES OFFICE 


Organization Formed to Sell Houses | 
at Cost Appoints Mercantile Trust 
Co. to Administer Affairs. 

The Home and Housing Associa- 
tion, which last week through its 
president, Jackson Johnson, an- 
nounced that it would cease building 
houses which it had been selling at 
cost because the demand seemed to 
have been “exaggerated,” has closed 
its office, dismissed its employes and 
appointed the Mercantile Trust Co. 
to administer its affairs. 

The association spent approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 in building 127 
houses, 26 of which remain unsold.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The 
Porter peace resolution, which ‘he 
House has adopted as a substitute 
for the Knox resolution, is vigorous- 
ly attacked in a minority report by 
five Democratic members of the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee-— | 
Flood of Virginia, Linthicum of 
Maryland, Stedman of North Caro- 
lina, Sabath of Illinois and Connally 
of Texas. These members assert 
that Congress has no constitutiona) 
right to make a contract with an- 


other Government, and thet the res- 
olution will not only accomplish no 
useful purpose but will cost the 
United States and its citizens millions 
of dollars. 

Their views in full are as follows: 

“We are opposed to Senate joint 
resolution 16 as amended by the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee—- 

“1. Because we do not believe un- 
der the Constitution we can by an 
act of Congress enter into contracts 
with another Government. We dv 
not believe that Congress has such 
power, and think it is an invasion of 
the treaty-making power, which is 
@ constitutional prerogative of the 
President, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, two-thirds 
of the Senators concurring. 

“2. Because we do not believe that 
the resolution will accomplish any- 
thing. It will place this country at 
great disadvantage in negotiating 
treaties with the etemy countries, 
and will sacrifice the interests of 
thousands of our citizens and cost 
this country and its nationals mil- 
lions of dollars. 

‘Tt Will Not Restore Peace.” 

“Its proponents claim that it will 
restore peace dnd help our - trade 
with Germany. It will do neither. 

“It will not restore peace, for we 
are already at peaceful relations 
with the peoples of those countries. 

“It will restore only a status of 
peace, which does not exist now, and 
which should not exist until the dis- 
puted questions between this country 
and the countries with which wa 
were at war growing out of the war 
are settled by negotiations or im- 
posed agreements. 

“It will not advance our trade with 
Germany, fox that is going forward 
as rapidly as German financial con- 
ditions and credits will permit. ‘This 
| year—that is, during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1921—our export trades

about $400,000,000, as against $352,- 
000,000 in 1913, the highwater mark 
in our trade with that country.

“(f) We make no provision for the 
protection of American nationals in 
Germany. 

Rights to War Patents. 
“(g) The right to the patents 
which we took over during the war. 

“(h) We very much complicate 
our tariff system, and run the risk of 
having the German, or autonomous, 
tariff rates applied to American 
products shipped to Germany. 

“We believe we will run the risk 
of all these losses if this resolution 
is passed. Others may disagree with 
us. but Germany will certainly make 
these claims as soon as we are at 
peace with her, and the fact that 
she makes them will render it much 
more difficult for us to get her to 
agree to our conditions. 


Title to Seized Property. 

“4. In consideration for the 
removal of the war status, we re- 
ceive no compensated return. True 
the resolution recites that we shall 
retain the property already seized by 
our forces. But we assert that these 
reservations add nothing to our title 
or to our security to this property, 
and do nothing more than serve no- 
tice upon the German Government 
as to what our position will be with 
respect to this property. The Ver- 
sailles treaty is only binding upon 
those Powers which have exchanged 
ratifications. We have not ratified 
the treaty, and Germany is not bound 
to satisfy the claims of our Govern- 
ment or our nationals. 

“6. This resolution will only 
serve to strengthen Germany’s claim 
that the seizure by our Government 
of the property of Germany and 
German nationals, including the 
ships in our ports, was unlawftl and 
in violation of our treaties of 1799 
and 1828. 

“6. We cannot by this reso- 
lution either persuade or compel 
Germany to reciprocate by similar 
legislation, and the only way known 
to the law to settle these questions 
between Germany and ourselves is 
either by treaty negotiations, or an 
agreement secured by force, or the 
threat of force. 

“7. Germany has shown no 
disposition voluntarily to make set- 
tlement with any of our allies or 
curselves on an equitable basis for 
the damages she did. 

Favors Treaties With Encmies. 

8. We conclude, therefore, if 
the administratior’ is not willing 
to ratify the Versailles treaty upon 
such reservation, and upon such 
terms and conditions as will secure 
for the United States and its na- 
tionals all the rights and privileges 
which are provided under the Ver- 
Sailles treaty, we suggest that be- 
fore this resolution is passed we re- 
quest the President to enter into 
communication with the enemy Gov.

Suit Over Dillon | 


Bout in 1914 Is 
Settled as Draw 


Courts and Lawyers Left Is 
Mailed to Light-Heavyweight. 


Jack Dillon, former light heavy- 
weight pugilistic star, once known as 
“Jack the Giant Killer,” received a 
check last week for his bout with 
Knockout Brown at the St. Lpuis 
Coliseum on Oct: 14, 1914. The 
amount of the check was not dis- 
closed by his lawyers. 

Dillon received his money for ths 
famous fiasco, becaud# the celebrated 
case of Coliseum Athletic Club vs. 
Dillon came to a close after mean- 
dering through the halls of justice 
for six and one-half years. The con- 
testing attorneys decided to call the 
legal bout a draw and split 50-50 be- 
that is split what 
was left. 

It all came about in this wise. On 
Oct. 14, 1914, Jack Dillon and 
Knockout Brown agreed to present 
a boxing exhibition before the Coll- 
seum Athletic Club. As matters 
turned out, it was too much exhib!- 
tion and not enough boxing, so the 
referee called the series of embraces 
“no contest.” 

Received Money in Advance. 

Dillon had received his guaranteed 
sum before the bout and had put it 
for safe-keeping in the vaults of the 
Jefferson Hotel. Therefore Frank 
Sebastian, who was the king pin of 
the Coliseum organization, sought to 
defeat Dillon’s motive and attached 
the money, about $750, claiming that 
as there was “no contest,” the heavy- 
weight deserved mo money. From 
Oct. 15, 1914, until two weeks ago, 
the money has remained in the safe. 

The case did not get to trial until 
early in 1917, When the Circuit Court 
dismissed the action maintaining 
that the plaintiffs had not stated a 
sufficient cause of action. The fol- 
lowing year the case came up in the 
Court of Appeals and there the first 
ruling was reversed, and the 
lower court was ordered to hear the 
case on its merits. 

Principals Far Away. 

But the principals in that famous 
bout were far away and even many 
of the witnesses lost sight of It 
was therefore decided to avoid fur- 
ther court action, and split the 
purse. 

Over $100 of the amount went for 
court costs, leaving less than $650 
for distribution.

BEAUTY and 
HEALTH

BEAUTIFULLY kept mouth is 
A appreciated by everyone who 

sees it, yet, strange as it may 
seem, the hygiene of the mouth is 
given comparatively little thought. 
Women throw their heads back. 
laugh, displaying a coated tongue, 
teeth in various stages of decay. 
Spaces that should be filled with 
bridge work, pale and receding gums, 
and quite frequently to this is added 
a heavy breath. It is a capital plan 
to use whalebone upon the tongue 
every morning and remove the coat- 
ing that has formed during the night. 

Always after eating remove the 
particles of food that cannot be re- 
moved with the tooth brush by 
means of dental floss or a rubber 
band (many prefer the latter). The 
rapid formation of tartar points to 
acid instead of alkaline secretions of 
the mouth. 

Alkaline mouth washes must be 
frequently used and one that is also 
an astringent to harden the gums and 
a disinfectant as well contains: Sach- 
arin, 15 grains; bicarbonate of soda, 
15 grains; salicylic acid, 1 dram: 
alcohol, 6 ounces. Mix. Use a. few 
drops in a small glass of water. 

Massage of the gums will do much 
to stimulate the circulation, give 
them a healthy color and prevent 
them from receding. 

The teeth can be polished like 
ivory or any hard substance of sim- 
ilar character, and if this is done 
with a bit of white flannel and ruby 
nail polish it will add greatly to the 
brilllancy and to the attractiveness 
of the mouth.
